If  you  fail  to  grow  some  Water  Lilies  you  are  surely  going  to  miss  a  treat  indeed. 
They  may  be  grown  easily  in  lakes,  streams  and  lily  pools  on  the  largest  and  finest 
estates;  they  may  also  be  grown  successfully  in  tubs  sunk  in  the  ground  in  the 
smallest  city  back  yard  with  pleasing  effect. 

The  roots  are  planted  by  merely  pressing  them  into  the  mud  and  may  be  anchored 
in  place  by  putting  a  small  flat  stone  over  one  end  of  the  root  if  this  is  considered 
necessary.

Peat  MoSS  !s  excellent  for  lightening  heavy  soils,  and  for  increas¬ 
ing  the  water  holding  capacity  of  light,  sandy  soils. 
It  is  also  valuable  for  adding  humus  to  the  soil. 

When  planting  new  trees  and  shrubs  it  is  an  excellent  idea  to  mix  a 
liberal  portion  of  peat  moss  with  the  top  soil  and  apply  this  mixture 
about  the  roots  of  the  new  planting. 

While  Peat  Moss  does  not  have  the  insecticide  value  of  our  Tobacco 
Mulch,  described  elsewhere  on  this  page,  it  has  otherwise  much  the 
same  value  when  used  for  mulching  around  plants  and  is  in  great  de¬ 
mand  for  heavy  mulching  around  Rhododendrons,  Azaleas,  Evergreens, 
Flowering  Shrubs,  etc.  Its  property  is  to  give  protection  from  frost  in 
winter  and  to  keep  the  soil  cool  and  moist  in  summer;  also  keeping 
down  the  growth  of  weeds. 

Flower  beds  will  be  found  to  be  much  improved  if  given  a  liberal 
coating  of  Peat  Moss  before  digging.  Dig  this  material  well  into  the 
soil  before  making  your  plantings
